Manager of Dominion Glass 
Factory at Redcliff Is 
Fined $5.00

Whole District Stirred by 
Alberta Labor Federa- 
tion’s Exposure 


(Special Dispatch to Bulletin) 

MEDICINE HAT, Jan, 10.—George 
Lydiatt, manager of the Dominion 
Glass company, of Redcliff, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of employing 
children under age in violation of 
Section 24 of the Factory act before 
Justice of the Peace Hatcher, at Red- 
cliff on Friday afternoon. He was 
fined $5.00 and costs, 

The information laid by BE. E. 
Roper, of the Alberta Federation og 
Labor, embodied the general charge 
of emplyoment of children. This in- 
formation was altered by Mr. Long, 
counsel for J. N. MacLeod, the provin- 
cial factory inspector, to apply only to 
three children—viz., Rokena Waiters, 
M. McClary and F. Howell, who had 
been named as possible witnesses by 
the federation. Only two witnesses, 
Centazzo, of Edmonton, and a re- 
porter of Calgary, were summoned 
from the convention, and these were 
not required to give evidence. A del- 
egation of eight or ten 
the convention went to Redcliff to at- 
tend the proceedings Although the 
results were not wholly satisfactory 
to the audience, in that they did not 
reveal the extent of child labor nor 
bring out any actual evidence as to 
wages paid, hours of labor, etc., for 
the children, the agitation has had the 
effect of stirring up the Redcliff 
authorities to re-open their school, 
which has been closed since October,

Pleads Extenuating Circumstances 

Manager Lydiatt put tn a statement 
on his own behalf, pleading extenuat- 
ing circumstances, and the justice of | 
the peace offered a general defence, 
ermphatically worded, of the _ glass} 
company and the town authorities 
generally. Manager Lydiatt explain- 
ed that, while pleading guilty, he felt 
certain that extenuating circum- 
stances should be considered in fixing 
the penalty. He felt that a canvass 
of the labor unions would establish 
the fact that the 
due diligence in carrying out all laws. 
They had not been dishonest and had 
mede no attempt to conceal their em- 
ployment of children from the visit- 


rs. The children w; ee 
fhiy temporarfly.

The minimum wage had never been 
violated. Mr. Lydiatt felt that the 
present case was a violation of the 
letter rather than the spirit of the 
law.

Must Not Be Employed 

Counsel for the factory inspector 
stated that they had been requested 
by eight members of the Glass Blow- 
ers’ union and by three members of 
the Flint Glass Workers’ union not to 
proceed with the case, They must

known that child labor could not be 
employed. The manager had facili- 


tated matters by pleading guilty, and 


he asked the court to take this into 
consideration. 
Justice of the Peace Hatcher re- 


marked that before passing sentence 
he wished to emphasize the fact that 
he knew of his own personal knowl- 
edge that the glass company did not 
infringe the law. School had

Some con- 
siderable time ago the Provinolal Gov- 
ernment oered to pay fifty per cent 
of the cost of euch @ sanatorium, up to 
the sum of two hundred thousand dol- 
lars, provides that the Federal au- 
thorities were to give the Provincia) 
Government arcommodation to the 
extent of seventy-five beds for the 
civilian population in this provinoe, 
and further provided that at the end 
of five yeares or so the »Sullding ehould 
become the property of the province. 
Difficulty at onoe arose Friday morn- 
ing because the Federal authorities 
now desire only to erect at the outset 
a building with accommodation for 
125 patients, and to allow under this 
only twenty-five for the civillan popu- 
lation. 


Estimates of Cost 


Mr. Brown estimates that the cost 
of a building to provide for one hun- 
dred and twenty-five patients would 
be four hundred thousand dollare, 
that for an additional aixty thousand 
dollars accommodation for an addi 
tlonal «ixty patients could be had 
and that roughly for a total cost of 
hundred thousand dollars, there 
could be accommodation for three 
hundred and fifty patients. 

Mr. MacKay declined to accept ths 
proposal as varied, holding that ac 
commodation for twenty-five patients 
would not be at all sufficient fer the 
next five years’ civilian population of 
this province, and that the province 
couldn't afford to put two hundred 
thousand dollars into a bullding for 
the south and only get twenty-five bed 
ymmodation, because that would 
mean that the province would need to 
build eleewhere. Again the Minister 
of Health decided to make clear ifthe 
institution were to be run by the Fed 
eral authorities that there must be no 
question as to taking care of all men 
who had been soldiera, and no ques- 
tion as to when tuberculosis develop 
ed, whether it developed because of 
the war, or that some fine question 
should be raised that it developed 
since the war, during the five year 
period.

He its a lead- 
ing authority on contagious diseases, 


The present epidemic has differed | 


from the last in several respects and, 
so far as we are now able to judge, 
has been attended with a higher im- 
mediate mortality, but has apparently 


left less serious results on the health | 


and vitality of those who have recov- 
ered, It seems likely, therefore, that 
we shall not be compelled to pay pro- 
portonately so heavy a penalty in 
subsequent years as we did in the last 
outbreak.

far as iife and health are concerned, | 
it Is apparent that the toll of the epl-| 


demic measured in deaths and dis 
abilities will be for the United States 
four or five times as great as that of 
the war. 

These deaths, too, and the tnvalld- 
ism which will follow, Ike those of 
the war, have fallen for the most part 
upon the age groups of the popula- 
tion which are at the period of great- 
est usefulness, that Is, In the age 
groups between fifteen and forty-five, 
and especially between the age of 
twenty and thirty. The casualties of 
the war are in many respects far less 
serious than the disabilities which will 
be left from influenza. 

How the Disease \s Transmitted. 

Still we know quite definitely that 
the disease Is transmitted solely 
through the infective organisms con- 
tained in the discharges from the nose 
and mouth, and therefore, theoretical- 
ly at least, should be preventable. 

There may be, and undoubtedly 
there is, some question as to whether 


the cause of the disease !s the influ-| 


enza bacillus—the so-called “Pfeiffer 
Bactil)us'’—or is some as yet unrecog- 
nized organism; but there is no doubt 
whatever of the fact that the organ- 
isros causing the disease are contained 
sclely In the discharges from the nose 
and mouth. Moreover, whatever the! 
nature may be, it is quite certain that 
they do not undergo any multiplica- 
tion outside of ** > living body and are 
quickly destroyed whe~ eecretions 
are exnoee4 to drying or to direct sun- 
ght or even diffuse daylight. 

Like measies, the period of the 
greatest Infectivity in Influenza com- 
prises the early days of the disease, 
and the agency and the {mportance of 
“disease carriers’ in its transmission 
are uncertain and somewhat doubtful. 
lu sparsely settled rural districts, in 
sveral instances, {t has been possible 
to trace every case to direct exposure 
to some previous case and the period 
of incubation was rarely longer than 
two days.
